Teacher Salary 


Boost Sought 


State Board Plant 


Plea to Legislature 


C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P )—Ohio’s 
teachers are in line for salary 
boosts if the legislature approves 
the 
1961-63 budget of the State 
Board of Education. 
The budget, recommended by 
the board Monday, calls for an 
outlay of more than $556 million 
to help operate and build Ohio’s 
schools. That s about $118 million 
more than was appropriated for 
schools in the current biennium, 
ending next June 30. 
The biggest part of the increase 
—$95 million — would go to the 
school foundation p r o g r a m to 
boost state aid to school districts. 
The board wants to increase foun­ 
dation funds from $386 million in 
the current biennium to $482 m il­ 
lion during 1961-63. 


A major portion of tha 
added 
funds would be used to raise the 
average and minimum annual »al 
aries of Ohio teachers. 
Fo r example the board proposes 
bu supplement a school district’s 
funds so that it may pay as much 
as $300 a year above the current 
average to teachers with up to 
four years of college training; or 
as much as $400 above the aver 
age to teachers with bachelor of 
arts and master's degrees or five 
years of training. 
Minimum salaries would go up 
$300 and $400, respectively in the 
two aformentioned categories. 


The foundation program, under 
the 
proposed 
fund 
boost, 
also 
would hike a school district’s state 
subsidy toward operating expenses 
which includes teacher salaries. 
The subsidy would be Increased 
from $1,600 to $1,800 for each 30- 
pupil classroom unit. 
The 
minimum 
allowance 
for 
each classroom unit in the richer 
districts would go up from $2,000 
to $2,200. 
Under the foundation program, 
a district raises so much money 
from a maximum 12V4 mill levy. 
Whatever money it can’t raise to 
meet expenses, the state chips in. 
Richer districts which can raise 
gthrough levies get the minimum 
classroom unit allowance.

Here Is Lineup 
Of Khrush s Team 


Consumer Business 
Level Attitude Is 
Said Retrenchment

NEW YORK (AP) — Caution 
at

business level is the latent eco­ 
nomic worry. 
It wasn't too far back that the 
official worry was that the A m eri­ 
can consumer and the American 
businessman would take off on a 
speculative 
spree 
leading 
to 
a 
boom and then a bust. 
Neither did And fears of further 
sharp inflation were laid quietly 
to rest 
But the middle course that con 
fum ers and businessmen followed 
now is taking on the look here and 
there of retrenchm ent. And that 
isn't good for business. 
Consumer caution simply means 
that there is a trifle less spend­ 
ing especially for some big-ticket 
items It means a bit more saving 
because total 
disposable 
incode 
rem ains high 
The sum m er slow­ 
down in retail trade was a bit 
more noticeable than usual 
A fall 
pickup will be doubly welcome. 
The consum er caution backs up 
In less ordering by retailers 
And 
then manufacturers pull in their 
horns too 
The cauton thus shows up as an 
end result in less industrial output 
and a sticky core of unem ploy­ 
ment. 
Business caution also shows up 
In living off inventories instead of 
ordering ahead and in trim m ing 
plans for spending on 
new plant 
ad equipment. These too event­ 
ually back up in declining new 
orders and output in supplier in­ 
dustries. 
The caution is just that and no 
more. Consumer total spending is 
still high if more selective. Busi­ 
nessmen mostly have been post­ 
poning expansion rather than can­ 
celing it as a long-range objective. 
Some are waiting for new orders 
to catch up with present capacity. 
And others have been waiting for 
current uncertainties to clear up. 
These run all the way from the 
outcome of the presidential elec­ 
tion to the future of defense spend­ 
ing from the squeeze on 
profits 
to the growing spirit of caution 
among consumers. 
The latter breed is often unpre­ 
dictable. What makes him decide 
that times will always get better 
and better or to turn around and 
decide it's a good idea to add a 
bit 
more to
